CONFERENCE. | 


SUGGESTED FOR RANGOON. 


FIVE POINTS OF POLICY. ° 
We received from Mr H. E 
Lanepart of the Hong Kong Theo- 
sophi¢al Society the folowing uc 
count’ of. a .proposed Buddhist 
World Conterence which -he de- 
acribes below: — # 


During the past year, a certain)’ 


number of Budaulista have suggest- 
ed holding a Buddhiet Worid Con- 
ference, representing the Buddhists 
of Burma, Ceylon, Siam, Cam- 
bodia, China, Japan: and Tibet, 
The primary object of such a con- 
ference is not to propagate Bud: 
dhism, but rather to throw the 
weight of Buddhist puble opinien 
on the side of certain world re- 
forms, which ate urgently neces 
sary, and for the promotion of 
which members. of other.faiths are 
working all over the world. Bud- 
dhist public opinion, if organized, 
can do a great deal throughout the 
world, apg the ‘conference is an 
attempt to do so. It is, proposed 
at the conference to discuss of the 
following problems:— = our 

1. The abolition of alcoholism. | 

Q, The stamping out of prostitu- 
tion and the trafic in women. '." 

3. The abolition: of cruelty to 
animals in every’ form. 2 

4. To prevent the exploitation 
of the masses: by unscrupulove 
methods. in businees and commer: 
cial expansion. ae 

‘5. To inculeate Arbitration and 
Round Table Conferences, such as 
that of the League of Nations, as 
a way of putting an end ‘to war, 
between nations. a ee 

The above objects are very well- 
known amongst reformere, but they 
have a special ‘meaning for. the 
‘Buddhists, since by. the code of 
mora‘ity which every: Buddhist ac- 
cepts from the Lord Buddha, each 
Buddhist ic pledged to these ob- 
jects. For instance, the First of 
the Five Precepts or Pancha Sila 
ig to refrain from killing in every 
form, and this’ necesearily imposes 
on the Buddhist work for peace. 
The Second Precept inculcates ah- 
l stinence. from..theft, and so it in- 
cludes alao the -unecrupulous ways 
in business which; though not legal 
thefts, are thefts in fact. The 
| masees are being exploited in man. 
lands by ‘! big business,” and muel 
has ta be done to show that it is 
poesible for business to be -ethical 
| and not to.infringe upon any prin- 
ciple of morality. The Third Pre- 
cépt of Buddhism inculcates re-, 
fraining from adultery and sexual 
offences of every form. Obviously, 
this throws the weight of Buddhism 
on the.reform for the abclition of 
prostitution and the white elave 
trafic .which. goes with it. The 
Fifth Precept is a clear statement 
of refraining from drink of ever 
kind and from droge alse, whi 
have intoxicating effects. Every 
Buddhist, therefore, pledges him- 
eelf to work, for prohibition. | If 
such a Buddhist Conference as is 
proposed were,to meet and give its 
coisidered support in favour of 
theee reforms, there is no“ doubt 
whatsoever that not only will the 
reforms be developed” in Buddhist 


lands, but much encduragemént also’ 


will be given to reformera in non- 
Buddhist Faiths. The conference 
will be ready to co-operate with 
any other organisations which have 
similar objects, The conference 
wil], strictly ex¢lude from its diseus- 
‘sions every topic, which deale with 
Politics ‘and’ the subjectvof Nation: 
alism. Tentatively it is proposed 
to hold the conference during the 
middle ‘of January, 1920; in Ran- 
{ goon. ‘But it may not be possible 
to organise it by that’ time. The 
proposers desire to -get into touch 
with all in Buddhist countries who 
sympathiee with these “ objects.

» Some of the most remarkable ob- 
servations of the planets. which have 
ever been made were described to 
the Royal Astronomical Society ‘by 
‘Dr, W. HE. Wright, of the. Lick 
Observatory, California, in deliver. 
ing the annual George Darwin 
lecture. The. method which has 
been used is to photograph the 
planets in light.of different colours 
by the suitable use of colour filters, 
and to compare the results, 


By. such means it has been demon- 
-rtrated, among other things, that 
Mars has an atmosphere -whose 
height may be given tentatively as 
about 120 miles, in which’metééro- 
logical changes take plate similar 
to those of the Earth. The method 
is capable,’ on further development, 
of giving much more important evi- 


| dence on the much-diseussed ques- 


tion of the habitability of Mars than 
any, yet obtained. 

Photographs of the planet, in 
ultra-violet and in red light differ 
greatly in appearance,’chiefly in the 


detail than the former. The ex- 
planation is readily obtained: by 
photographing distant landscapes on 
the Earth in the respective colours. 
Tt is then seen that a similar effect 


is obtained, because our atmosphere E: 


is much more transparent to red 
than to violet and ultra-violet; in 
other words, we can penetrate much 
more deeply by red than by ultra. 
violet light. 

‘In the case of the planets, the 
difference between the two pho 
graphs can therefore be. attributed 
to the existence of planetary atmos- 
pheres. That the effect is more 
than can be accounted for by our 
atmosphere is shown. by repeating 
the observations on the moon, 
which has no atmosphere of its own, 
It is then found that the difference 
between the ‘photographs is very 
much smaller ‘than. that’ which 


characterises the planetary photo-. 


graphs. The conclusion is that the
